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IN a very few days after leaving this 
temporary fettlement, Orlando arrived 
-at Quebcc.^ — He there found means to 
vconvince bis Indian friend, that to permit 
him to go would be much more to hisin- 
^tcreft than to detain him. — But he was 
without money, and without clothes.— His 
Canadian acquaintance, however, perfuaded 
him that, on proper application to the 
Governor, he would be furniihed with ne- 
ceffaries as a Britifh officer: — and, after 
•encountering a few difficulties of office, 
he had an opportunity of fubmiuing his 
fituation to the then Governor; who being 
convinced, notwkhftanding his prefent ap. 
Vol. IV» B pearancc, 
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pearance, that he was the perfon whom he 
defcribed himfelfto be, gave orders for his 
being received and treated as an officer in 
the fervice of his Britannic Majefty. Or- 
lando referred hirnfelf to his Excellency 
for orders. — He had now no longer a regi- 
ment to return to, as that to which he be- 
longed was one of thofe that had furrendered 
at Saratoga — Though he was not adlually 
among thofe whofufFered there the humili- 
ation of laying down their arms, having 
been fent away with difpatchcs two days 
before, he knew not how far he w^s in- 
cluded in their captivity, or might confider 
himfelf freed, by it to ferve in any other re- 
giment, or to return to Europe. 

The Governor advifed him to pro- 
ceed to New- York, there to receive the 
orders of the Commander in Chief of 
the Britifti forces. A fmall veflel was 
preparing to fail in about a fortnight ; 
and in this Orlando, once more reftored 
to the appearance of an EngliOiman 
(though much changed by the hardfhips 
he had undergone, and by the lofs of 

.his 
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his hair, wliicK -had been remarkably fine), 
embarked five wedks after his arrival at 
Quebec. He took leave of his Iroquois 
protedlor, with a thoufahS proteftations 
of gratitude for all Uie fefviies' he had 
rendered him, ahcf-prohiirdd' to 'remit 
him a prefent of fuch articles as were 
moft atceptable^ to Quebeci as foon as 
he returned to England, or arrived in 
any port where they could be obtained ; 
and thefe promifes he meant Veligioufly to 
fulfil. 

The veffel on board of which the luck- 
lefs adventurer hoped to make his way 
to New York, was a ""fmall Hoop fent 
with difpatches from the Governor of 
Quebec to the Commander in Chief; 
and the mafter, who knew the import- 
ance of his commiflion, took every pre- 
caution to fecure the execution of it. But 
all were fruitlefs; for at fome leagues dif- 
tance from the mouth of the Delaware, he 
was feen and chafed by two French fri- 
gates difpatched from the fleet of Count 
D'Eftaing j and though he was an excel- 
B 2 lent 
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^ent feaman, and his .vefiel, failed jvell, h^ 
vfound it JrnpQ(fib|c ,to ,cfca[^.-^His dif» 
patchcs> bowevcCf were throwaovcrboard J 
but the (loop immedwely fur rendered, to 
£)rce which it would ha^c been folly to 
iiave r^fiftody wd,Qdaiidoj7iras once moj^ 
aprifpnei:* 

His captiirity .was, ^however, much leG; 
terrible than that he had fqriDedy fuf- 
taiiied^ J^e jeceivcd from the French 
of^cers all thole att^tioi^s which> an^png 
civilized nations, ought to foften the hpr;- 
rors of wan Nor was ,hc forry :to l^arii 
that ^he .Fleur de ,l^ys, ia xwhich.he was, 
was to return tp ^bc fleet from whighlhc 
was detached^ only for her laft orders^ 
and then ,to proceed to F^ancc.-^The 
Chevalier de Stainyjile, who coa>m^jide^ 
her, made a poifu of tei^fying, by his be- 
hav:.iour to Odandq, his regard j^d uefpeft 
for tlie JEnglilh natiqnj djvefte^, ,by :the 
candour of his t»ind^ and the ^rength qf 
his under Handing, rof ^1 ^n^ipnal prejudice;^ 
he conceived an efteem for Orlando the 
rnonient he conyer.fcd with him j and agreed 

:inoft 
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rfibft willingly to give liim his parole as 
loon as he arrived in France (that he Qiould^ 
not ferve during thcf 'pttfent war, either 
againft' America or' France), and to affift 
him in ri^ufhing to Engtatid,' wlilch he 
thought no miTitar}^ enga^erilerit'no>V pre=^ 
vented his doing with' a pcrfeft adKcrehct 
to duty and'projpriety;'' '' ''"' '"' '' '' 

The Fieur de L/s, after feceiVihg her 
difpatches for the Court of Verfailles 
from Count' D*Efl:aing^,'' proceeded wjih a 
fair wind; dnd iV lis: weeks Gilahdo fiw 
£inlf^tf ' once mbrcf btt EiTtopeaii' grotvid. 
ah landed iait Brefti ^^ felt fuch fenfaiions 
^ are only ktiown to tfaofe who, after 
Baving refigned' all' hope of ever being 
rfcftt)red again to their friends and their 
coiintry, fee thehifelves almoft within' reach 
of all they hold dear upon earth. France, 
contrafted with his baniflimcm in America, 
feemed to him to be part of his country^ 
and in every Frenchman he faw, not a »;?• 
Uiml enemy, but a brother. 

Had the ChevaFier de Stainville been 

really fo, he could riot have behaved to 

B 3 Orlando 
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Orlando vVith more generoficy, or more 
Jkindnefs. He was himfelf under the ne- 
ceffity of going immediately to Paris: — 
but he placed his Englifh friend in the 
houfe of a merchant, whom he commif- 
fioned to ftipply him with every thing 
he might want 5 and recommending him 
alfo to the proteftion of his fecond captain 
while he remained in Breft, this generous 
captor took leave with regret of his in- 
terefting Englifh prifoner — not, however, 
without procuring him a proper paflport, 
giving him a certificate, and taking his 
parole. Orlando, eager and anxious as he 
was to return to his own country, had now 
a wi(h that went farther ; it was to have an 
opportunity of renewing his acquaintance, 
and teftifying his gratitude to this amiable 
officer. 

He ftaid only a few days after hiqn 
at Breft, when, taking from >the mer- 
chant who wa§ ordered to fupply him, 
as much money as he fuppofed would 
be requisite for his journey, he fet out 
by the. diligence for St. Malo, where, he 

was 
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was told, he might perhaps get a convey- 
ance to Jerfey or Guernfey. The name 
of thofe iilands brought afrefli into his 
mind all his fears concerning the fate of 
his -filter Ifabella: eighteen months had 
nearly elapfed fince her departure with 
Warwick; and the mention made of lier 
in Monimia's letter, dated in the follow- * 
ing June, was the only intelligence he 
had received of her. Nor was this the 
fole mournful recolle<5lion to which Or- 
lando was fubjed in his journey — It was, 
alas ! almoft as long fince he had received 
any information relating to the deftiny 
of his Monimia. As to the lituation of 
liisfamiiy-^Graciotrs Heaven ! how many 
events mjght in that dme have occurred,, 
any one of which would embitter, with 
eternal regret, his return to his native 
' country. 

At St. Malo he could not find the 
conveyance he fought, and therefore. jour- 
neyed along the coaft in as cheap a man- 
ner as he could to Havre; but, there 
being no open communication now be-p 
B 4 tweeni 
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tween France and England, he found the 
acdommodation he wanted extremely difE- 
cult to obtain,, and it wasnot^ill ahnoft the 
end of 'Odober. that he foufid means ta^ 
engage a. large fifliing-barki which un- 
der that pretence , was emplayed in fmug- 
giing.on tlie coaft, to land him at SojUth- 
ampton i and this, bargain was made at the 
jiriee of all the money he had, with a 
promife of .a farther- reward ^if. he arrived 
fafely at an Englifli. port, where he 
doubted not but that, upon making him-. 
felf known,' he. Ihoald find friends- whov 
would enable, him. to fulfil his. prom ifes..^^ 
. There was Qonfiderable hazard to his 
condudor^ in- at tempting to land* at any 
port of. Ham pfli ire, when:fo niany vef- 
fds ky at Ponfmcuth;, an hazard on 
wJiicb they took caie to infift with great 
vehemence, after they had got their pafr 
fcnger on boaixi; ^ Orlando, who had in- 
finitely rather have been landed on the 
coaft of SufTex, propofed to them to 
make for fome part of that country ; but 
e^ven.tbis propofal did notfeem to pleaG^ 

them, . 
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them, and two of the three men appeared 
to be very furly and favage. , . 

They agreed, however, to go up the 
Channel ; and the wind, though very high, 
fervcd them for the purpofe. It was al- 
ready night when they adopted this refolu- 
tion. With the dawn of morning Orhndo 
few the white clilffs for which- his heart 
had fo long languifhed. It was, the 
Frenchmen told him, the back of the 
Me of Wight I and Orlando whofe im* 
padence to toudh Englilh ground was re- 
doubled, entreated them there to put hitn 
on (hore ;- but thk- they refbfed, as they 
alleged that their bark, would t&ere be in 
the moft imminent danger of being fccn 
and feized by. the veffels cruizing round 
the ifland; and their only way was to 
haul off the EngKfti coaft, and affedt to 
be fiihirig. Orlandoi fuppofing them prac-- 
tifed in thefe fort of deceptions, and 
having " no remedy even if he had not 
approved of their plan, fubmitted to do 
whatever they thouglit fafeft 
They kepti therefbre, as near their own 
B 5 coaft 
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coaft -as if they had intended landing 
there; but towards evening, the wind 
being ftill ftrdtig and favourable, they 
ftretched away for the Suffex coaft, and 
Orlando fa\y the land where all his hopes 
repofed ! — He was little difpofed to dif- 
• putc with thefe men any term's they now 
wilhed to impofe upon him ; but he be- 
gan to think them very unreafonable^ 
when they told him that, as he muft land at 
night, and on the open coaft, he could 
not pay therfi th^ farther reward he had 
promifed them on his getting fafely on 
fliore; and, therefore, they expert that 
he would make up to them that failure, by 
giving up part of his baggage. This was 
fo little, after the cafual fupplies he had 
received at Quebec and at Breft, that, as 
he was now within a few miles of his home, 
it app eared to him no objeft. But if he 
had more tenacioufly intended to preferve 
his little wardrobe, it could not have been 
attempted without ralhnefs. He was alone^ 
and unarmed, in the boat with three very 
ftout fellows, who were anfwerable for his 

life 
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life to nobody, and who might, with fafety 
to themfelves, have thrown him- overboard. 
He yielded, therefore, to this robbery 
with as good a grace as he could ; and 
at funfet, in a ftormy evening at the be- 
ginning of November, he was fet on fhore 
between Shorjeham and Worthing, with 
two pieces of twelve fous in one pocket, 
which had efcaped the rapacity of his pi- 
ratical conduftoh, and a fhirt in the other; 
his fword, which he had got at Quebec, 
and^ which was returned to him immedi- 
ately by De Stainville on his being cap- . 
tured, his high and romantic fpirit might 
have been unwilling to furrender to thofe 
rapacious wretches j but fortunately per- 
haps both for them and for himfelf, this 
his only weapon had flipt from under his 
arm as he was violently ftaggered by a 
fudden toffing of the boat, and to the 
vexation of his guides, who meant to 
make it their prize, it fell overboard 
and was irrecoverably loft. All the other 
articles of his little property, which they 
coveted, he granted them very readily*: 
B 6 with 
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with ihcfe petty acquifitions they huirled 
from the EnglUh coaft^ am} were ver^ 
fooa oqc of fight. Orlandoy* who haci - 
waded through a heavy (iirf-ta the land^ 
kiflfid the beloved foil the moiaent hci 
reached it; arid was unconfcipus that ha 
was. half drowned, and knew not where tO' 
lay bis head. To be on Englifli ground^ 
to be within a few miles of his native place^. 
was happinefs he fo little, exgefted «ver to 
have enjoyed^ that the tumult of his fpi^ 
rits would i*ot give him leave for fomc 
time to thinkuof aay thing clfe^ He was,^ 
however, fo breathkfs, and (b much agU 
tated by his bodily eicertfon, and the. va- 
rious fenfetions of his mind,, that. he. fat 
down, a moment to recoUedt and compofe. 
himfelf.. 

It was not yet foi,.dark but that he 
knew nearly where he was; but it was 
neceilary to proceed along the fliore to 
fome town or village, where he might 
procure an horfe, on which he meant to 
haften inftantly to the Hall. The village 
of Worthing was the neareft to the place 

where 



where he wkhed to be. He walked there-^ 
fere along the fands : hm a ftorm from 
Uie fouthawefty which hfldi!>eehiOjatg threat^ 
ening, now casne ^ with fiicb> violence 
that he took the firft Iheker he could find^ 
in a little aleboofe^ built under the low 
cliffs^ and Terming as^^ receptacle for tbe 
inferior contrabapdi trader^ ot' ^ofe of 
^ven a more humble :de(cription«. 

A light* however, invited'^ him into^ 
place tbauv which nothiiig toiiild be mom^ 
dreary and defolaiey and the group Ife 
found around a&re in^ a miferable little 
room blacks with foiolte^ and filled wirk 
the fumes of tobacco and gin, did nor coiy-" 
tribute tp give kim a more &vourable idea\ 
of this receptacle :~ but .he had lived near 
ten months among tbe Iroquois ; and evil< 
is only by com^parifon. :Hefaw that his 
entrance very m^uck difturbed the people 
who were affembled here. Some took 
him for a Frenchman, and' fome for aa 
ExciCeman ; two beings ex^emely obiK>s^« 
ious^ itfeems^ to fomeor other of th'eparty.' 

■ All 
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AH agreed that he was a fpy, and he^rtfly 
wHhed him away. 

. Orlando now fpoke to the. tandlady, and 
begged of her to give him Something to 
eat; for he -bad fared ^ery ill on board the 
iifhing-boat. To this^ and to his requeft 
that he might be allowed to dry his clothes 
by her fire, (he anfwered in a way which 
convinced Orlando ftie doubted his power 
t)f paying for the acoonrHnodaiSoxi he de- 
fired. »To remove a» objeftion fo natural,, 
and fo incontrovertible, he put his hand 
into his pocket, and produced two pieces, 
-which the hoftefs, hot i, novice in the value 
.of French money, knew was hardly equal in 
amount ta an • Englifh fliilling. This 
(and Orlando had aftually forgotten that 
it was all he poffeffcd) was, however 
moderate, enough to pay for the coarfe 
repaft he expeded : but the woman 
feemed more difcontent than before, and 
the people furveyed him with eyes more 
feverely fcrutinizing 5 being convinced he 
was a French fpy, or fome perfon whofe 
5 appearance 
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appearance tliere boded them" no good i 
and thefe their fufpiciqns, now that they 
found he was poor, they very openly 
profefled ; and the landlady, telling hioi 
** (he never took no French money, not 
(he — nor let folks bide in her houfe as Ihe 
know*d nothing of, becaufe as why ? it 
made her liable to lofe her licenfe,"^ 
defircd . him to walk out : a reqoeft with 
which, . though the ftorm continued with 
fome violence, Orlando found it neceflarjfr 
to comply; and, fatigued as he-was, de- 
termined to attempt finding his way 
through the darknefs and the tempeft 
to Shoreham, ^ where he thought there 
muft be fome pcrfon who would believe 
hh ftory, and affift him for fo fhort a 
journey as he had to perform. 

In this refolution he fct out to go back 
the way he came ; but mortified that fuch 
brutifli in hofpitality as what he had juft 
experienced could exift in Britifli bofoms, 
and lamenting that there were Ehglilhmen 
kfs humane than the rude favages of the 
wilds of America. 

, . Cold, 
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Cold, hungry, wet, and fetigued. Be 
pufucd his walk : it was foon fo extrenfiely 
dark that he cOuld not diftinguifli the 
cliff, on which he was walking, from the 
beach over ^which * it hung. The rain, 
driven by violence, almoft blinded Him, 
and the roaring of the wind and fta deaf^ 
encd him. Hardly able to ftand againftf 
the temped, he frequently flopped, debat- 
ing whether he had not better wait the 
return of raorning^ before he attempted to 
proceed. 

His impatience, however, to get to Rky'r 

land Hall, conquered every idea of prefent 

danger— and he went on, contending againft 

the united bppofition of darknefs and ftorm. 

After a walk of above a mile, he was 

nearly overcome with fatigue and cold, 

when lights, which he thought he diftin* 

guilhed through the comfortlefs gloom, 

animated him to new exertions, and he 

went on. : 

His hope did not deceive him; but, in 
the eagernefs to ptirfue it, he forgot the pre- 
caution with which he had walked before, 

7 and 



a:tid fell headlong from the top to the bot- 
tom of the cliff, which fortunately for biox 
was not at this place above ten or twelve 
feet deep, and he reached' the bottom,- 
without breaking afiy of his limbs, at the 
cxpence of fome contufibns. Recovering 
immediately from Uie furprize, he found 
himfelf able to watk ; and kept along the 
cliff till • he reached the town; which was 
not till between, twelve and one. 

It was then wi^h fome difBcolty that hV 
difcovereda^houfe of public entertainment ;- 
and when he* did; ir was with more diffi- 
culty ftill he obtained admittance. At 
'length, after telling his flory, whidi-the 
'iria^ '^ho heard it did not feem ta^ 
bclierc,. he was fufFered to enter the. 
kitchen of an abode between an inn and 
an alehoufe;. where fome embers of fire 
were renewed^ and where, though fufpi* 
cion evidently appeared to be very unfa* 
vourable to him, the man who had'let him 
in brought hrm (bmecold meat; beer andx 
bread, none of it^ of a very promifing 
appearance^, but fuch as his hunger made 

cxtremely^ 
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extremely welcome. This being ap{>eafed, 
he enquired if he might have a bed, as 
he could go no farther that nigjit. There 
cither was no bed, or the perfon to whom 
he fpoke thought him a traveller whom 
it was unfafe to admit to one ; for this 
man anfwered drily, that they made up no 
beds in that houfe ; but that he might go 
into the ftable, where there was plenty of 
clean ftraw. There feemed to be no alter- 
native, as the man objeded to his propofal 
of fitting by the fire all night. To the 
ftable, therefore, the unhappy wanderer 
was led, and in his ,wet cloths threw him- 
felf down on the ftraw in one of the 
ftalls ; where, in defpite of his uncomfort- 
able fituation, extreme fatigiie gave him 
up to fleep. 

The noife of men entering to take care 
of their horfes awakened him at the early 
^ dawn of the morning ; and awakened 
him to fuch a fenfe of pain, from the 
bruifes he had received, and the damp 
clothes in which he had lain, that it was 
with (bme difficulty he was able to move 

from 
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from his draw into the kitchen, where 
had been the night before. Two failors 
were drinking there, who, having nothing 
elfe to do, began queftioning the ftranger. 
Orlando related in a few words his melan- 
choly adveinipres, and fa^y that thefe honed 
fellows not only believed him, but pitied 
his diftrefs, and wiflied to contribute to 
his relief. His fufferings were now 
fo acute from the bruifes received in 
his fall, that all his fortitude could not 
conceal them. One of his new friends 
. went ^o get him *^ fomething comfort- 
t. able^" which in his opinion was a large 
'.'"giafs of fpirirs; while the other affifted 
; him in drying his clothes, which were ftill 
} ^ wet J and aj during this operation Or- 
• lando furveyed himfelf in a little looking- 
; glafs ftuck againft the wall, he found, ia 
. ^the appearance he made, fome excufe for 
Xthe coldnefs .of his reception the night 
j^ -before. 

His face' was covered with blood and 

vdirt, for his nofe had bled from the fall: 

am old hat, whicli his pirate- filhermen had 

^' • given 
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given him in place of a very good on^ they*' 
took, had been lorn at the lame time, and^ 
feemed only half' a' hat ; his great coat- 
was* gone, and hig' coat' was French ; his 
Waiftcoat being tfife only part of His drefs 
that was the fame as he brought from 
Quebec. He' had no buckles in hislhoes^ 
for the ^fhermen liad defired them; and 
his hair, wHrxih had not had tinje to groxr" 
long fiftce his' coifFufe, \v$ci in the mode 
of the liroquors, afid'now prefented what is^* 
called a &ock head; Having amended- 
Kis appearance* as much as he ciDiild; he' 
enquired if he could have an hbrfe ? but her 
was' told that none were let there, nor did 
they- know of any tt> be had iti the town. 
By this time feveraF other ifieii" were af-- 
fenxbled in the kitchen ; and the fame en* 
quiry being renewed, one of them faid,.. 
that he could let him have a horfe for fif-- 
teen (hillings : but then how was it to come 
back ? and befides, he muft be paid for it 
i?pon the fpot; This Orlando at once con* 
ftiffed his inhability to do, and die rea/bh^ 
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^e man.who oficred \t made ao farther 
;atreaipt co accominodate him. 

Orkndo th^n ddtcrmincd to fet out on 
ifoot. Xhe very IktJe money he had in his 
pocket was infufEcient to pay. for^even fuck 
entertainment as^he had.had^.and he pro 
pofed leaving tbie (hire he had in his pocket 
as a ^pledge ffor the raft, when the two 
honcft feamen offered to difcbarge his reck-* 
.ooing between them, and even to lend 
{him e^ch a /hilling to,cariy him home- 
^wardf— an offer he widiout hefitation 
racceptedj made a memorandum of their 
names^ as ;he ,doubtqd not of having ao, 
immediate opportunity, noconly of repay- 
ing them, but of returning their kindnefs 
{fourfold ; and then he fet out on foot, 
.notwithftaniding the. , pain Jie fuffered, 
slaking leave of the honeft tars With maay 
acknowledgments, and giving them his 
addrefs at ,Rayland-HaU. He was told 
.-that a ft^ge nvould pafs along about eleven 
4>'clock ; which, if he did not mifs it by 
getting out of the high-road, would carry 
l^mibme jpart of the feVenteen or eighteen 

miles 
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miles that was between him and the place 
5vhere he wiflied to be. This route was 
farther about ; but he determined to purfua 
it, becaufe he found himfelf unable to walk 
with his ufual aftivity; nor could any lefs 
forcible inducement than the excefEvc 
impatience he felt to be at the Hall, have 
fupported him in fuch an undertaking, 
worn out as he was with the fatigue he had 
fuftained, and his limbs almoft dillocated 
by the injuries he had received the night 
before. 

His progrefs was flow; and when at 
length the ftage, by which he had been 
pfomifed a conveyance part of the way, 
overtook him, he found it carried only' fo 
fmall a part of his way that he had then 
feven miles to walk. He knew that by 
going over the downs, he could reach Ray- 
land Hall by a nearer way than continuing 
along the turnpike high-road ; and there- 
fore, quitting the vehicle, he again pro- 
ceeded on foot. 

So little was he able to walk as he ufed 
to do, that as the days were now fhort, 

it 
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it was almiift diifk before he reached the 
top of an high chalky down-^the fame 
where, on his departure, he had taken a 
laft look of the place that contained all that 
was dear to him — and he again beheld it, 
its antique grey towers rifing among the 
fading woods ; he diftinguilhed the turret ; 
and recoUefting that fo long a fpace Rad 
intervened fince he left there the obje6t fo 
dear to his foul, and how many diftreffing 
circumftances might have occurred within 
that time to deftroy all his happinefs, he 
became breathlefs through excefs of agi- 
tation, and was under the neceflity of fitting 
down on the turf to recover himfelf. 

Beyond the Hall, which was within a 
mile and a half of the foot of the hill, he 
diftinguifhed the country round Weft Wol- 
verton : — the houfe was concealed : but a 
wood, or rather (hrubbery, on a rifirig 
ground behind it, and fome part of the 
offices, were clearly difcernible. With fenfa- 
tions of mingled dread and delight he fur- 
veyed the well known fpot; ** Dear paternal 
houfe," cried he^ <^ in what a fituation 

• do 
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do I return to your afylum ! — but -cf 
how little confeqkience is. that if your be- 
loved inhabitants are well !— ^Oh, my 
ifether! are you now thinking of your 
Orlando, uticonfcious that he is within a 
4ew miles of you ? The fon whom you 
.perhaps regret as dead is returning — z 
beggar indeed .but not dilbonoured — to 
•yoiir^arms, and to find in the bofom of , 
'his family ample confolation for all his 
jnisfortunes.** 

When, in indulging thefe mixed fen(a- 
^tions, Orlando had a little recovered his 
ibreath and his refolution, he defcended 
-4the hill i and was foon, by crofling tl>e 
neareft way the few fields that intervened^ 
^t one of thofe gates at Rayland par^k 
where there was no lodge. He found it 
locked.; but there was a ftile near it, and 
he was foon under ihofe well-known (hades 
where he had pafled the pleafanteft 
hours of his life. ^Every thing Teemed 
juft as it had been left about the 
park. With a heart almoft throbbing 

through his bofom^ be approached the 

houfe. 
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houfe, and wondered to fee no.fervants 
round it; nor the dogs who were ufually 
running out on the approach of ftrangers. 
All was mournfully filent ; and mod of the 
windows were (hut. Certain of not being 
known, if he was unable to refill the 
temptation he felt, to try the door of the 
lower turret — It was locked and he pro- 
ceeded round the houfe to the ftable-yard.

It was in vain 
Orlando renewed his proteftaiions that he 
meant her no harm; (he continued to in(i(t 
on hi^ leaving the houfe, and he remained 
refolutely bent not to go till he had obtained 
fome information as to whom it now be- 
longed. The conteft lafted (bme minutes, 
when at laft an halloo was heard without, 
and the woman exclaimed, " Oh ! thank 
the good Lord, there's our Ralph," Sh^ 
went out to the paflTage, opened the door, 
and a flout: furly-looking clown follo\yed 
her into the kitchen, to whoin^flie had re- 
lated, that a ftrange man had^gpt into the 
houfe, h^d been w^lki/ig^aH about it, and 
now would iVQt go. out£— y I thoft. Lord 
help. me [,it was,y(j^>i%i^d there fat I blow- 
ing the fire, and .wandering what a dickins 
you could be prancing about up flairs 
for.*' 

The fturdy peafant furveyed his new 

vifuor with evident marks of difpleafure, 

C 5 while 
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while Orlando told him who he was, and 
defired to know to whom Rayland Hall 
now belonged. 

** I don't believe *tis any bufinefs of 
yours/' replied the churl, " and I'm fure 
you have nothing to do here ; for^ let it be- 
long to who 'twill — 'tis no place for travel- 
lers and wagabons — Come,, mafter, troop \ 
mother and I we be put in this here Hall 
to look ater it, and we can't not anfwer it

In fuch mournful meditations, and by 

dint of habit, or rather of his perfeft recol-

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leAion of every ftirub and tree about . the 
place, fo that he could havefpund his way 
even had it been darker than it.was,.. Or- 
lando reached the upper plantation^ .and 
defcended on the other fide, the almoft 
perpendicular path that led down over the 
pond head. The roar of the water, which 
murmured hollow in the blafts of ;>yind,^ 
and the fuUeh noifc of the mill, well-known 
founds which Orlando had fo often liftened 
to, brought back, in all their force, the 
recoHeftion of the evening walks he ufed 
to hav« from Wolverton to the Hall to 
vific his Monimia.

fently returning, cried, " Mafter fays hovr 
he knows no Aich pcrfon — Young Tquire 
Orlando is dead a long while ago in parts 
beyond fea; and you mpft be a impoftor— 
for 'tis, well known the. young man's not 
alive, an.d all his fai^iily were in mourning 
for un before they went out of this coun- 
try. 

The woman would then have (hut the 
window; but Qrjanflo^ rendered. half fran- 
tic by her laft ^jfprqffion, conjured her 
with fo much vehemence to hear liim, that 
ftie delayed it a moment. — He implored

and fell againft the door of the faoufe* 

The woman, who'pcrceivcd him by tht 
light of the candle from the cafement^ be« 
gan to think he mud be^ in fome way or 
other, intereftcd for the Somen ve family^ 
iince lie was thus aifcAed; and, comma« 
nicating his fituation to her hufband, who

might, wJ;ien.he;^\vas^Jt,nown, obuin credit'^f 
for fuch^^ eqf^gfment as would prevent 
his.«terrifyinghj.6 family by his appearance ; 
and, perhaps^ a fmall fupply of money 
from Mr. Whitly, to whom, as foon as 
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he faw him, he opened without hcfiration 
ihe reduced ftate of his finances, and 
defired he would lend him a guinea or two 
to bear his expences to London.

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a Qiilling on the table; and, without at- 
tending to Mr. Whitly any farther, left his 
boufe; and hardly knowing what he did^ 
he went towards the houfe of his father.

EARLV on the following momiag 
Orlando left Winchefter; but it \^ 
between three and four o'clock before he 
arrived at that part of the New Forcft which 
is near Chriftchurch, and the froft, now fet 
in with great feverity, had made the roads 
very difficult for an horfe, efpecially the 
way which he was direfted to purfue, 
through the foreft to the refidence of Mrs.

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Other, fincc every objed weuld remind him 
of their cruel reparation^ In this difpofi- 
tion, trying to accuftom himfelf to reflcft 
on a circumftance which now diftraflcd 
him, lie made a fort of determination, that 
if all his endeavours to find Monimia were 
baffled, as they had hitherto been, be would 
remain only to fee the termination of the 
fuit relative to the Rayland eftate, in hopes 
of leaving his mother, brother, and fiftcn, 
in a more fortunate fituation ; and referving 
for himfelf only as much as would fuppore 
him in the itinerant life he fhould embrace, 
to wander alone over Europe and America. 
While he purfued thefe contemplations, 
the way became almoft impaflable ; for a 
fmall current of water filtering through the 
rocky bank, had fpread itfelf over the road, 
and formed a (hcet of ice, on which hb 
* horfe was every moment in danger of fkl- 
ing, though the precaution had been taken 
to turn the Ihoes. — He had before dif- 
mounted, and now contrived to get his 
horfe up the leaft deep part of the hollow, 
and theoj ftiU leading it by the bridle^ he 

followed 
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followed the foot-path which led along its 
edge. 

The tufts of trees and thick underwood 
now became more frequent; and though it 
was a fine, clear evening, the winter fun, 
almoft funk beneath the horizon, lent only 
pale and cold rays among the intervening 
wood. — Orlando fuppofing, that if he were 
benighted, he (hould no longer diftinguiftx 
the path, quickened his pace; and the path 
he followed, diverging a little from the 
horfe road, brought him to a place where 
the inequalities of the ground, half fliaded 
with brufh-wood, Ihewed that beneath it 
i«^ere concealed more confiderable frag-

^here be did not mdeed..pfienviiic,^b9iifg 
become a much richer, andrconfequemlip'li 
much greater man, fince he -had beenf^the 
oftenfible poffeffor of a ^^r^ry lucrdtive^otf- 
tra&, which be held to fo much adKrantage 
as Ireoonciled bim to the neeeflity -of tcKW- 
quifhinga feat in parliatnent for a^Cornl(h 
borough, with 'which he had -obliged: ibme 
of his powerful friends* ^ Ht was not therd- 
• • ' fore 
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ibre a refrefentathe of twenijf w fhirtj tlec^ 
•iorSi ^ho bed been paid, for their fmffrages at 
Jo much a bead^ but fucb were now his 
qualifications ofpurfe and of pride, that 
lie 4fa5 Admitted to the cabals of thoTe who 
bad the. diftindibn of an M. P. after their 
names ; atid was often clofeted with the fe» 
creuries of jet greater men, confulted on 
loans, let into the fecretof ftocks, and was 
4iccpinKnodated with fcrip and other dou- 
ceurs with which thofe who deferoe W4ll ^ 
^Wiimminr^xt gratified ; he was beiides a 
•diredor <tf an opulent company, and re^ 
•ceivcd, in addition to the falary of the of- 
^fice, coilfiderable prefents from thofe who 
had £i¥ours t6 requeft. Mrs. Woodford 
waddled about in the mod valuable (hawls; 
nttidaHns and jofles nodded over her 
•chimneys s and pagodas and japans orna* 
mented her rooms. The two young ladies 
were both married ; the elder to a mer« 
jdiant, who was a fliarer in ibme of the for- 
tunate adventures of his father-in-law, and 
hefides in a flourifhing bufineis. His 
Jadjr^tvaaone.ofthe elegant and ^ibionablc 
2 women 
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wom^n on the other fide Tetople-bar : but 
the IfttJe circiimftenoe of her being com^ 
pelled to l>ve on that other fide, continu* 
idly eiiibittered her goodfortooe : having 
been accutlomed to fee people who ara 
called of rank^ in the early part of her tife^ 
flie was (b much flatteitd by Itikvfng ao^ 
quired adtnifllbnito fomefew: now, that (be 
talked of nothing but lords.

With what grate- 
ful tranfports did he now walk with Monimia

Orlando was only a few weeks in un*

tnad^ of bis aflured profperuy^ was^ to re- 
move from this rcfpe£tabk protcftrefs of 
bis beloved Mooicnia^ thQ :n3Qtti6catiops 
and inconvenienciea of very narrow cir- 
€umftances. He wrote to her, entreating 
to fee her at the Hall with her children, 
and that (he would ftay there at leiaft till 
after the acceOion of happinefs he wasjto 
expeft in the autumn.

conceived for her, with his natural fihcerity. 
•Orlando, who never feh tlie value of what 
he pofTefled, fo much as when it enabled 
him to contribute to the happinefs- of his 
friends, feized with avidity an offer whick 
feemed fo likely to conftitute that of his be- 
loved fitter ; and he had the happinefs in a 
few days of difcovering that the old fea 
officer, Fleming's relation and patron, was 
fo well pleafed with his gallant behaviour 
in the engagement he had lately been in, 
that he had determined to make him his 
heir, and moft readily confented to make a 
fettlement upon him more than adequate to 
the fortune Orlando had given his fifler;

Orlando was very fbon after made com- 
pletely happy by the birth of a fon, to

Every fubfe- 
quem hour of the lives of Or||pdo and his 
Monimia was marked by fome a<5l of bene* 
licence; and happy in themfelves and in

was (hewn in contributing to the cheerful- 
jiefs of all around them. 

In the number of thofe who felt the fua* 
(bine of their profperity, and prayed for its 
continuance, no individual was more iincere 
in his joy, or more fervent in repeated ex- 
prcffions of it, than the ufeful old military 
mendicant, whofe (ingular fervices Orlando 
rewarded by making him the tenant for life 
of a neat and comfortable lodge in his park 
—an arrangement that gratified both the 
dependent and his protefton — Orlando 
never paffcd through his own gate without, 
being agreeably reminded, by the gratefiil 
alacrity of this contented fervant, of his 
pad afHidionsj and his prefcnt felicity.
